The new budget is reported to 
be in excess of $10,000 more 
than the previous years? alot- 
ment. Biggest increases will go 
to the band and also will be 
used to cover increases in op- 
erating costs of El Don. Slight 
increases in other areas are also 
expected. 


During the year the student 
council is periodically visited by 
political science :classes which 
attend meetings as a class assign- 
ment to observe “Democracy in 
Action”, Mr. Ernest Crain has 
taken the time to compile the 
reactions of the students to what 
they thought of the student 
ecouncil’s affiliation with democ- 
racy. 

Student Reaction 

Varied student reaction went 
as follows: “Yes, I saw democ- 
racy in action. It wasn’t the type 
of democracy I thought I would 
see, I expected to witness argu- 
ments, debates, and actual bat- 
tles over the discussion table. At 
first I was disappointed, but then 
I realized that democracy wasn’t 
bickering and arguments which 
seemed to be my opinion, but 
rather based on the idea of ¢o- 
operation and consideration...”

Another student stated, ‘‘Did 
I see democracy in action? No. 
I’m sure if you were to compare 
this group with the U.S. Con- 
gress, Congress would be insult- 
ed, and I’m sure the California 
State Legislature would be of- 
fended...”
